dred candle power electric arc, if not 
much greater.

the colta were killed that they were driv ­ 
en upon the railroad track. 
The only 
motiv e far such a cruel and mean act, 
that we hav e heard suggested, is that 
some person who has been discharged by 
Mr. McRoberts might thus seek rev enge. 
One can hardly believ e, howev er, that 
there is a man in Lee county so base as to 
do so mean an act without he himself 
reaping some sort of benefit.

was hooked on the inside and the clasp 
fastened with a wooden pin outside. This 
pin could not he found and it is supposed 
that it was thrown away.

the aid suggested he does not understand 
how the colts could hav e broken out. 
They were all thorough breds and con­ 
sidered quite v aluable.

The nu­

thro ugh the pipes fro m fifty to 200 miles at 
a time, as the case may be 
Here the o il 
empties into ano ther reserv o ir, where it is 
pumped into and fo rced thro ugh ano ther 
lo ng sectio n o f pip *, until the en 1 o f the pipe 
line is reached. 
Fiv e y ears ago th : line was 
run to T am anendasa test, and the ex p mo 
o f running to that po int w a sfo un ito be so 
much cheaper than by rail that it wets de­ 
cided to co ntinue it to New Yo rk. 
The line 
will cro ss the Delaware at Nluriin’s creek, 
and tlience straight thro ugh New Jersey to 
New York.

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HINT8 TO PKIMARY TEACH­ 
ERS. 


To begin well is the great secret of any 
undertaking. 
Primary work is of vital 
importance, as it i8 the foundation of the 
future work of the child. A mistake here 
can not be easily remedied. The proper 
method of teaching children to read 
should be the chief aim of the primary 
teacher 
No plan is so perfect or meth­ 
od so generally adopted that it cannot be 
varied or improved. 
What is good en­ 
ough tor to day can be bettered to mor­ 
row. 
The word and sentence method com 
Pined is believed to be the most natural 
method with beginners. Teach one new 
word a day, saying nothing about the 
letters composing it. 
Men and women 
cannot learn more than one new word 
each day, and but a very small per cent, 
do that well. 
How absurd to think lit­ 
tle children can do so much more than 
grown people I Yet tis not infrequent 
to iind teachers who are taking their 
primary grades over several new words 
each recitation without any attempt to 
explain their meaning or determine their 
use. S<%ne tex books, even, are arranged 
upon the same plan. Their publishers 
rob the people of their money, while their 
books deaden the mind of the child and 
mislead the teacher. 
Go slow; one thing at a time. Talk to 
the little folks about each new word un­ 
til they can use it and feel at ease in 
your presance. 
Let a large per cent, of 
the words for the first term be those re­ 
presenting -objects. Ask them easy ques­ 
tions about the objects these words re­ 
present. 
Proceed, word by word, until 
they know a few words as well as they 
ever will; then with theso words make a 
sentence. Suppose the sentence is “The 
cat and rat ran.” 
They will say it in­ 
telligently with the proper inflection. 
All who have noticed carefully the con­ 
versation of children will admit that their 
manner of expression is almost perfect. 
The tone of voice is natural. Nature, in 
this particular, does more for the child 
than the school room generally, general­ 
ly speaking. 
Who does not remember 
something like this in his early school­ 
days? “T li e the c a t cat a-n d and r-a-t 
rat r a n ran.” 'Tis not strange that by 
such an unnatural method children lose 
all correct expression and fail to find the 
first atom of interest in their daily labor. 
Never, undefr any circumstances, per­ 
mit the child to spell out the letters of a 
word to get the pronunciation. Let each 
word as a whole be taken at sight. Reading 
and spelling are widely different and can 
not be mixed without injuring both. The 
result of such a compound is too often 
noitceable-— lack of expression and fail­ 
ure to comprehend the text. 
By the word and sentence method the 
child looks at the sentence. 
Observe the 
expression of the face. He can see that 
a thought is there; children seldom fail 
to express thought intelligently. But be­ 
fore intelligent expression, the thought 
of the sentence must be impressed upon 
the mind. 
Rapidity of advancement is 
governed by the thought of the child and 
the enthusiasm of the teacher. 
Use the blackboard every recitation. 
Keep a part, if not all, of each lesson on 
the board daily. 
Have drill work on 
words. Teach the little folks to read 
words at sight. 
Develop the meaning of 
words by having the children use them 
in sentences. Ask questions that require 
for their answer the most difficult words 
learned. 
Vary the form and manner of 
questions. 
Teach the use of capital letters and 
punctuation marks from the first. 
Be­ 
gin with a capital letter and finish with a 
period the first sentence you put on the 
blackboard. 
Ta lk with the class prepa ra to ry to 
be­ 
g inning the recita tio n pro per. 
It 
need 
o ccupy but a few mo ments o f time, but 
it is a bso lutely necessa ry . 
Yo u ca n 
thereby ex cite their curio sity , 
secure 
their a ttentio n a nd inv est the lesso n with 
so me deg ree o f interest. 
If the tea cher 


does his part there is no fear of the chil­ 
dren. They are the subjects of the teach­ 
er’s skill and animation. 
Have a dc finale plan and work to 
it. 
Children like mental as well as physical 
exercise, provided the teacher is skillful 
in assigning work and hearing recita­ 
tions.— County

I thought they would say, 
“from the clouds, or sky,” and I meant to 
teach them some simple truth» about 
rain, but instead 1 let them tell me how 
many things were glad of the rain and 
how God takes care of everything.

Okcfenokcc, the great swamp on l ** 
southern Ixjrdorof Grorgfa, extending acr» 
into Florida, has for a eentury lieen a my 
tery. 
It was 1 ho gm it retreat for the Semi­ 
nole Indians. 
In the renter of this imim ns * 
swamp is an oasis, a beautiful spot midway 
between Belly*« island and the Koddenburg 
settlement. 
It was in this spot that Billy 
Bowlegs, the great Seminole, took refuge in 
1836 and sueresHfully defied the attempts of 
the whites to capture him. 
Strange tales 
are told in the neighborhood of fugitives 
finding safety there who subsisted on the 
abundance of fish and game. 
The story of 
an authenticated exploration of this sjK» t is 
told by Mr. Charles 1’endleton, who in com­ 
pany with Ben Yarborough, a local scout, 
and others ¡xmctrntcd the thick jungle which 
leads to it. 
His story runs thus: 
“ Camp Casona,” us our party christened 
it, was a dry knoll covering about an acre 
in the midst of a marsh extending for miles, 
apjwirently north and south, and several 
miles east and west. 
It was nearer, as it 
turned out, to the eastern swamp wood than 
to the western. Its center was perhaps eight 
feet above the level of the surrounding 
marsh, and it tajx-red off to the w ater’s edge. 
A dwarfed cypress which capj>ed its summit 
was immediately surrounded by smaller ones, 
like courtiers arpund a prince; and next to 
those, widening the circle, came the smaller 
casenas, like those of lessor rank. 
Then the 
gall berry and tyty tapered to the earth, 
forming the outer guard, armed with bamboo 
and 
shields! 
by 
creeping 
vines. 
The 
phalanx was so solid, the arm ament so per­ 
fect that no man or beast could penetrate it 
savo by a hidden path which jh rhaps nature 
had left for an ingress and egress to the 
fauna of that region; or, more likely, the 
more powerful boar find broken through to 
find a lair. 
The v\ 1 1«>1»* from the topmost 
cypress bough to t!i<* least tyty was drr.jied 
with gray moss mingling with the tint brown 
leaves of autumn, the myriads of crir: • n 
casena b -i i i'-s and the evergm n tyty— p •<»- 
Kenting a pirtur<*sque cone perhaps nmvl;« re 
else seen. The n.u h surrounding this iju.-er 
KjK*t vnrios in water dt pth from three inches 
to four feet 
Underneath the water the mud 
varies in solubility, some places b< ing ex­ 
tremely soft and dangerous to tli** pedestrian. 
But for bonnet roots and the thicker growth 
of maiden cane 110 man could cross it. 
The 
wonder is that anything but a webfoot ever 
did. 
Our party did cut their way through tyty, 
bamboo and what not for three days prior 
to the morning of entering the marsh, and 
at first it was somewhat of a relie* to Ik* able 
te trudge forward with a long view ahead 
w .thout having to fight and dodge through 
the entangled mass of undergrowth. 
The 
change brought rested muscles into action, 
and for a few hours we moved forward with 
greater rapidity than at any time singe enter­ 
ing the swamp. 
The compass jioiiitcsl the 
way, and that brave band of explorers 
never hesitated when one sank to his armpits 
and had to lie pulled out by his fellows—the 
civil engineer’s chain often serving for that 
extra use—nor did they turn back when it 
became necessary to detour around an occa­ 
sional alligator hole, distinguished by a pair 
or more of those huge amphibious creatures 
circling the dark water with their young. 
But the strain 011 the muscles of the lower 
limbs never relaxed. 
We could not sit down 
and rest. 
About noon the men began to 
show signs of unusual fatigue. 
The dark 
swampwood, such as we hud liven in for 
three days, could be seen distinctly ahead, 
but it was quite as far or further than we 
had tramped that morning, and the outlook 
was not at all cheering. Some distance short 
of th at now coveted region a gray object 
loomed up before our vision—right 
011 our 
line—and we rightly divined that it was a 
little moss clad island in the marsh. 
We 
must reach it at all hazards before nierht. 
We halted for lunch—hard tack and bacon 
—but there was no place, us stated above, to 
sit down and r<-st the weary feet. 
One poor 
fellow found a banner root near the surface 
of the water, w hich he sat upon to crush it 
and sink in the mud and water up to his 
nock. 
A young man in the party, whose 
spirits never ilngged, no m atter how sore his 
feet were, sang < m t: ‘‘Push along, boys; .keep 
moving. 
Let's eat when we reach yonder 
island.” 
But I)r. Little, the sea geologist, 
who was with the party, insisted that we 
should stop, if only for a few minutes, and 
eat, for it would give us strength for the 
afternoon’s tramp. 
The wisdom of his sug­ 
gestion was at once seen by all, and we ate 
hurriedly from the scanty store in our packs, 
continually shifting the weight from one foot 
to the other, and as often moving the re­ 
leased foot to prevent its sinking too deep 
into the mu 1. 
It was not a feast of the 
gods. 
Wo pressed on with hope and fear. 
We 
thought we could reach the little island, as 
it seemed to us, by nightfall if 
110 lake or 
impassable water lay on our route; and who 
could tell w hat was ahead in that despicable 
bog? The thought of encountering a deep 
lake was not at all pleasant. 
The day quite 
gone, possibly, and not a dry tussock within 
eight or ten horn's’ tram p! 
No place to sit 
or lie, much less to sleep, on a chill Novem­ 
ber night. 
No torch; no lantern; the com­ 
pass in our hands would fail to keep us from 
wandering round and round in the darkness 
and gloom and mud as most men do, it is 
said, until daylight. 
If human endurance 
could stand the strain until them. 
It is not 
pleasant to think about the possible situation 
afterward. 
About 3 in the afternoon a few drifting 
clouds, apparently thrown together just over 
in front of us by counter currents of 
air, 
brought forth a light shower, and the declin­ 
ing sun at our backs produced a beautiful 
rainbow which spanned directly across our 
route eastward. 
It was an unusual sight for 
the time of year. 
When we at last ap­ 
proached within a hundred yards of the little 
oasis above described, we encountered the 
severest quagmire we had yet seen. 
All 
a lo ng we hail been measuring the distance 
traveled with a chain, that instrument being 
ha ndled by a couple o f neg ro es. 
Here there 
were several a pplica nts a nx io us to reliev e 
the bo y s, knowing tha t it wo uld add to o ne's 
sa fety to ha v e ho ld o f a cha in with 
a ma n 
a t the other end. 
Dr. Little wa s the first 


victim. 
II** went down to the armpits and 
struggled desperately to extricate birn*>lf 
but a comrade near, who stood upon a firmer 
foundation, pointed the muzzle of his gun to 
him, which ho seized and liclped himsWf on*.

There were n few fed of compatAtive dry 
ground between the marsh and the dense 
growth which walled in the island lh<» ‘ nn 
osage orange hedge, and not one of the party 
crossed it without falling prostrate upon th«* 
glorious terra firma. 
For ten mnuute« no 
words were spoken. 
The men were too ex­ 
hausted to talk. The w riter at length broke 
the silence, us the sun hail hid himself be­ 
hind the swampwood, aud the chill night air 
was gathering over our wet and prostrate 
forms.

1 0 descend betrays melancholy, ill health and 
taciturnity, 
if a writing which descends 
thus is disjointed and interspersed with mean­ 
ingless ornament it is a sign of a tendency 
toward madness. Flourishes areal ways bad, 
denoting vanity, conceit and self assertion, 
while i>eeuliarly formed letters denote in 
variaby—and obviously—eccentricity. 
More can be told by the observation of 
single letters, especially capitals, than any­ 
thing else. 
Thus a capital A denotes great 
sense of beauty, and strong will is show n in 
the strong barring. 
When the bar is a loop 
there is the same sense of beauty but less 
will. 
The script capital A shows simplicity 
and clearness of ideas. 
A looped d shows 
tenderness and generosity, while the Greek 
d or D indicates eccentricity and imagina­ 
tion. 
An F with a flying top betrays imagina­ 
tion and indifference, while a curly one 
shows cultivation and a sensitive miiul. 
A 
curly H shows poetry and art, and a curly I 
gives grace and sense of beauty but the 
straight, like Brother Ilaite's and Oscar 
Wilde’s, gives a higher and more precised 
nature to artistic instinct and increases the 
poetic faculty. 
These instances arc sufficient 
in this place for otheis I must refer you 
to Miss Hosa Baugbur.’s excellent work, 
quoted above, to which I am indebted for 
these examples. 
Disproportionate loops betray self asser­ 
tion, look out for them in letters like P and 
L and Y. 
Letters stopping short a t their 
finals show economy', long or extended 
finals with spaces between the words indi­ 
cate generosity, if not extravagance. 
In­ 
ward curves denotes egotism. 
Stops are also more distinctive. 
Heavy’ 
and black, they betray sensuality; long, they 
denote vivacity and originality. A 
11 i dotted 
with a fleck indicates recklessness. 
Absence 
of stojis shows want of caution and an uii 
suspecting nature. 
Take care then, O my brethren, of "The 
Sette of Odd Volumes” lest you recklessly 
betray your vices in an invitation to dinner, 
or confess your blackest crimes in the pagrs 
of a birthday book, as—au re voir. 
Yours
